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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The amendment filed February 3, 2003 has been entered. It is noted that in view of the 
amendment practice under 37 CFR 1.121 which became effective for all amendments on 
March 1, 2001, and due to the limited amount of examining time per application, if the 
amendment contains changes to existing language that requires a marked-up version showing 
those changes, the Examiner is relying upon the marked-up version's) for examination of the 
application. It is applicant's responsibility to ensure that the clean version(s) is (are) the same as 
the marked-up version(s). It is further noted that the clean version(s) is (are) considered to be the 
Official version(s). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 36, 38, 39, 53 and 54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 36, line 5, "the table surface" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 38, lines 1 1-12 are awkwardly worded and unclear, and it seems that -moving 
towards the workpiece support means, wherein the means for- should be inserted after "cutting 
means" or the like. 
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In claim 53, lines 2-3, the recitation "in a plane parallel to a surface of a table" is vague 
and indefinite as to what it refers (i.e., the means for moving a saw unit or the saw blade itself), 
and it is suggested in line 2 to delete "comprising a saw blade", and in line 3 after "wherein" to 
insert -the saw unit comprising a saw blade and— or the like. 

In claim 54, lines 2-3, the recitation "in a plane parallel to a surface of a table" is vague 
and indefinite as to what it refers (i.e., the means for moving a saw unit or the saw blade itself). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-19, 21-29, 33-35, 37 and 40-50 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

4. Claim 36 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 38, 39, 53 and 54 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
